“Imitation” Ocean Used by Science | 
dn Developing New Deep Sea Cable

An artificial ocean has had its part 
in the development of the Western 
Electric Company’s permalloy cable 
which was perfected through several 
years of patient labor and research on 
the part of the Bell Telephone Labora- 
tories, and then, overnight, revolution- 
ized submarine cable transmission. The 
first cable of the new type was laid 
between the Azores and New York; 
a link to connect he Azores with 
Emden,.Germany, is under manufac- 
ture, and contracts have been signed 
for a permalloy cable to be laid from 
Suva to Fanning Island in the Pacific. 
Over these new cables, transmission is 
possible at from three to five times 
the rate of speed over cables of the 
old type of the same size. 

The artificial ocean became neces- 
sary for several reasons. A permalloy 
tape is wranned .around the copper 
conductor of the cable to increase its 
inductance, and hence the efficiency of 
transmission, Permalloy is a_ new, 
alloy of iron and nickel which has 
remarkable magnetic properties; it. is, 
in fact, the most magnetic substance 
known. Shortly after the invention 
of this alloy, it was found that the 

magnetic properties of the metal are 
quite sensitive to mechanical stresses, 
and it was necessary to find if sueh 
stresses would be present under deep 
sea conditions. Would the customary 
methods of cable manufacture be 
satisfactory when used with the sensi- 
tive permalloy, or what changes should 
be made? To answer these questions, 
sample cables had to be made and 
tested under deep sea conditions. 

The most important deep sea con- 
dition is the great pressure, since 
everything at the bottom of the ocean 
is supporting the pressure of all the 
water above it, Recalling the weight 
of. a cubic foot of water, it turns 
out that the pressure onc statute mile 
down in the. ocean is somewhat more 
than a long ton per square inch. A 
single square foot of the sea bottom 
only one mile down supports a weight 
of water greater than a couple of 
heavily loaded freight cars. What 
such pressures might do to permalloy- 
loaded cable was a question which had

Specially designed test pines were 
installed for tests of scores about 
twenty feet long, and one pipe fifty 
feet long was provided. Pressures up 
to 6,000 pounds per square inch are 
customary, and ft is possible to use 
10,000 pounds in one of the pipes, so 
that we can reproduce conditions more 
than four miles under the ocean. A 
very powerful pump is necessary, and 
for the storage of water under such 
pressures an hydraulic accumulator 
was installed. This is essentially a 
cylinder containing a vertical piston 
of one square inch “sectional area. ‘Ihe 
upper end of the piston can be loaded 
with iron weights, up to 10,000 pounds, 
so that the. water pressure within the 
cylinder, and in the test pipe con- 
nected to it, must be the same number 
of pounds per square inch. 

Besides the enormous pressures at 
sea bottom there is another condition, 
much less generally known. The 
water down there is very cold, being 
around thirty-nine degrees Fahrenheit. 
The reason for this is simple enough 
when it is remembered that sea water 
is denser at this temperature than at 
‘higher temperatures, thus leaving the 
sea bottom at a constant low tem- 
perature. To reproduce this condi- 
tion of the ocean it' was necessary to 
put water jackets aroun¢’ the heavy 
hydraulic pipes in which the cores are 
tested and circulate through thém 
water cooled by passing through a 
tank filled with cracked ice. — 

The first test conductors were made 
following as nearly as possible the 
standard cable, practice of the time. 
The annealed, permalloy wrapped, 
copper conductors were coated with a 
sticky resinous material known as 
Chatterton’s compound, just sufficient 
to cover the surface, before insulat- 
ing with gutta percha. In such form, 
the conductor is known as cable core, 
and many important tests are made 
at this stage in the manufacturing 
process. Inductance measurements 
showed that no serious mechanical 
stresses had been encountered during

in the pressure pipes, and the stuffing 
boxes were tightened down, prepara- 
tory to applying the pressure. Ne 
serious -effects were observed up te 
this point. But when the pump was 
started, and the pressure was allowed 
to increase slowly just as if the cable 
were sinking into the sea, the induc- 
tance of the samples began to de- 
crease, and had fallen to only one- 
quarter of the desired amount before 
one mile depth had been reached. 
Evidently the old type of cable con- 
struction would not serve with the 
sensitive permalloy loading. 


The next test was to determine if 
the permalloy loading was really af- 
fected by the sea water pressure, or 
if it. was because the pressure was, 
applied to the outside of the gutta 
percha only. An uncovered. loaded 
conductor was tested under pressure. 
Here the water’ could penetrate under 
the permalloy loading, and the full 
sea pressure was applied equally to 
both sides of the tapes. The induc- 
tance was not noticeably affected up 
to the highest pressures, which showed 
that if the pertalloy floated in a 
liquid medium, it would not be in- 
jured by deep sea pressure, 

A solution of the problem was 
finally found, by the development and 
proper application of a compound 
Whose quality is that it remains quite 
fluid at low temperatures. After the 
permalloy tape is applied and heat 
treated, the whole conductor is 
vacuum impregnated and coated with 
this compound, before the application 
»f the-putta-percha insulation. Now, 
as the cable is subjected to increasing 
pressure, the gutta-percha compresses 
as in the earliest tests, but it is sup- 
ported by the semi-fluid compound, 
which conveys the pressure effect to 
both sides of the permalloy loading, 
thug leaving it unstressed. 


A great deal of work had to be 
done before arriving at a satisfactory 
compound, but this and other difficul- 
ties were overcome. The first cable 
of this type is now in satisfactory 
operation, and is transmitting three or 
four times as many messages per hour 
as any of the old-type cables.

‘Varies Little 
Each Century 


FRANK E MASON 

PARIS, June 9.—The warmth of 
sun shining on the earth, has 
varied only slightly during the last 
billion years, and we have no rea~ 
son to worry about is cooling for 
another billion years is the as- 
surance of French scientists, who 
are calculating our planet’s age. 

“Study of radio-active minerals 
provides us with a simple method 
of estimating the age of . the 
earth’s crust,” .explains Prof, Chas. 
Nordmann of Paris. ‘Uranium is 
a radio-active body that disinte- 
grates little by little, forming dif- 
ferent intermediary substances such 
as radium, to end, when its radio- 
active energy is exhausted, in a 
radio-lead. 

“The speéd of these transforma- 
tions is constant and is well konwn. 
In one million years, uranium pro- 
duces lead equal to eight one- 
thousandths the weight of the ori- 
ginal. The percentage of radio-lead 
and uranium present in an _ ore, 
gives ‘the age of the metal since 
its crystallization. 

“By such calculations we esti- 
mate that life existed on our earth 
one billion years ago, During these 
one billion years, the sun was 
never three time more brilliant, nor 
three times less brilliant than it 
is today. For in tWe first case, the’ 
heat of the sun would have boiled 
the oceans, and in the second, ‘it 
would have frozen them solid. 
Hither of these two catastrophes 

would have interrupted evolution 
a high has continued unbroken for 
a billion years to our day. 

“Since the father is always older 
than the child, we can conclude 
that, the sun, older than the earth 
hasn’t varied but a small fraction 
during all these geological years. 
The sun therefore is tens of bil- 
lions of years old. 

“IT hope these figures will set at 
rest the minds of fanatics who 
worry themselves into sanatoriums 
with fear that the sun may sdon 
cool off and = bring our” earthly 
existence to a sudden end. :
